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Elba woman arrested in bomb threat case

The Elba police have arrested an 
Elba woman in connection to the re- 
cent bomb threats at Hardee’s and 
Elba General Hospital and Nursing 
Home. 

According to Investigator Doug 
Weeks, Carolyn Taylor, age 49, of 
Elba, has been charged with render- 
ing a false alarm, a Class C felony; 
and falsely reporting an incident, a 
Class A misdemeanor. 


The arrest resulted from threats 
causing response from several agen- 
cies including an explosive disposal 
unit from the U. S. Army on May 
26, 1995, to Elba General Hospital 
and Nursing Home where approxi- 
mately one hundred persons were 
evacuated, 

The break in the investigation of 
the above incident came on Satur- 
day, June 11, when police answered 
a complaint at Hardee’s concerning 
a bomb threat.

New Brockton’s town council 
meeting proved to be a routine one, 
lasting just over thirty minutes. 

Several matters that were on the 
night’s agenda were continued until 
the next meeting, 

The town’s attorney, Joe Sawyer, 
is reviewing the garbage contract 
and the vicious animal ordinance. He 
advised the council, via of Mayor 
Kathryn Holley, that he should be 
able to advise the council on both 
matters at the next meeting on Au- 
gust 7th. 

Council members received some 
good news - the Vester Cole lawsuit 
dealing with workman’s compensa- 
tion has been settled. The settlement 
was in the amount of $8,000.00. 


Mayor Holley did not know, at 
this time, how much the town’s 
share of the $8,000 would be. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported to the council that his depart- 
ment had answered 7 complaints, in- 
vestigated one automobile accident, 
issued 30 traffic citations and made 
10 criminal arrests. 

The rescue squad responded to 19 
calls, while the fire department an- 
swered 5 fire alarms. 

Chief Driggers told council mem- 
bers that his department would be 
hosting a seminar conducted by rep- 
resentatives from the criminal justice 
system. 

The session will be dealing with 
report writing. Other departments - 
Enterprise, Elba, Level Plains, and 
Clayhatchee - have been invited to 
attend.

to remain at Ft. 


The Army Technical Test Center 
(ATTC) will not be moved to Yuma 
Proving Ground in Arizona. 

It’s official, The Secretary of the 
Army, Togo West, announced last 
week that the ATTC would remain 
at Ft. Rucker. 

During the past few months, Ala- 
bama’s congressional delegation, 
along with area mayors, have been 
“lobbying” to keep the ATTC at its 
present location. 


After receiving notification from b: 


the U. S. Army Liaison, U. S. Sena- 
tor Richard Shelby expressed his re- 
lief that Secretary West had agreed 
not to move the ATTC, 

The move would have meant a 
loss of 250 jobs at Ft. Rucker and 
would have affected more than 1,000 
individuals, 

“After meeting with Secretary 
West earlier this year, I am delighted 
that he made the correct decision re- 
garding the ATTC,” said Shelby. 

“With more than 95 percent of all 
the Army’s aviation testing conduct- 
ed at a minimal cost at Ft. Rucker, 
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Rucker 


the most logical, cost-effective deci- 
sion the Secretary could make is to 
allow Ft. Rucker to keep these jobs.” 

Shelby expressed hope that this 
decision will be followed by one that 
will allow for the consolidation of 
aviation testing and undergraduate 
helicopter pilot training at Ft. Rucker 
as well, 

Sen. Howell Heflin said, “This is 
great news and we are delighted by 
the fact that ATTC will stay in Ala- 


ama. 

“T believe this decision is larger 
than just 200 Alabama jobs it saves. 
It underscores the Army’s continued 
confidence in Ft. Rucker as the Avi- 
ation Center of Excellence.” 

Needless to say, Congressman 
ea? Everett was also pleased with 
the Secretary’s decision. 

Everett announced that West has 
not only agreed to keep ATTC at Ft. 
Rucker, but has decided to transfer 
the ATTC’s Airworthiness Qualifi- 
cation Test Directorate to Ft. Ruck- 
er, At the present time, it is located 
at Edward Air Force Base.

FIVE COMMISSIONERS SIGN CONSENT DECREE TWO DOES NOT 


Commission approves resurfacing plan

Coffee County Commission 
meeting in regular session Monday, 
approved a resurfacing plan for three 
county roads. Also, the commission, 
or fatlier five commissioners, signed 
a consent decree on the Enterprise 
Courthouse lawsuit. This action took 
place behind closed doors! 

During the June 22nd meeting, 
County Engineer Randy Tindell pre- 
sented commissioners with seven op- 
tions on what roads could be resur- 
faced using federal funds. 

Tindell explained to the commis- 
sioners that he had reviewed the 
county’s paved roads (those that 
qualify for federal funding) and that 
he had prepared the different plans 
composed of roads in the most need 
of repair. 

He also reminded them that only 
$490,000.00 was available for the re- 
surfacing projects. 

Although the commissioners had 
two weeks to study the different 
plans, they could not readily agree 
on a plan Monday morning.

Commissioner Wendell Black, af- 
ter asking Tindell which plan he rec- 
ommended, made a motion that plan 
“H” be accepted. Commissicner 
Bermest Brooks seconded Black’s 
motion, but it was defeated by a 5-2 
vote, 

Commissioncr Robert Stephens 
voiced his opinion that the commis- 
sioners should vote on all the op- 
tions, and that the one receiving the 
most votes should be followed. 

Commissioner Wendell Black 
Stated that he felt the commission 
should follow the recommendation 
of the engineer, 

“We've got a professional engi- 
neer that is suppose to know what he 
is doing. I hope he does! And, the 
roads [in plan H] are grading the 
lowest and if we’re not going to sur- 
face the roads that have the highest 
traffic impact - I don’t know what 
we're paying him for!” said Black. 

Later, after signing bills and a 
long “private session,” commission- 
ers agreed on a resurfacing plan - 
Plan I - anew one. 

The new plan involves three 
roads. They are as follows: County 
Road 617 will be resurfaced from 
Co. Rd. 636 to Co. Rd. 606; County 
Road 367 (Taylor Mill Road) will be 
resurfaced from AL 203 (Elba By- 
pass) to AL Hwy. 141; and County 
Road 105 will be resurfaced from 


} Co. Rd. 107 to 114. 


During the general business ses- 
sion, Commissioner Stephens eluded 
to a pending lawsuit against the 
county which contends that the En- 
terprise Courthouse is not accessible 


to handicapped persons and does not 
meet ADA (American Disability 
Act) standards. 


Several weeks ago, commission- 
ers, along with their lawyers, met 
with the plantiff’s attorney and a fed- 
eral judge in Montgomery, in at- 
tempt to reach an agreement. 

Monday morning, during an ex- 
tended break in the regular commis- 
sion meeting, commissioners, along 
with their attomey, reviewed the 


consent decree which evolved from 
the meeting in Montgomery. 

Although the terms of the decree 
are not available to the public - at 
this time - five commissioners 
signed the consent decree while two, 
Commissioners Stephen and Black, 
did not. 

Stephens felt that the county had 
taken all necessary steps to bring the 
Enterprise Courthouse in compliance 
with the ADA standards. The one 
exception being lowering the coun- 
ters in the offices. Work was halted 
after the lawsuit was brought against 
the county. 

It was noted by Stephens that all 
of the renovations were made - to 
both courthouses - based on plans 
drawn up by two architects (one is a 
handicapped person). 

Also, the county held seminars 
for all county employees to advise 
tiem on what should be done to as- 
sist handicapped persons wishing to 
transact business in any county facil- 


ity. 

“We [the county] are willing to 
do whatever is necessary to make 
both courthouses accessible to all 
handicapped persons,” said Ste- 
phens, 

Last meeting, a committee was 
appointed to further study the adop- 
tion of a drug policy for the county. 

Tindell reported that the commit- 
tee had met and its recommendation 
was that the county continue as it 
has in the past with one exception. 
That being, that all CDL (Commer- 
cial Driver’s License) holders be 
tested for drugs as required by DOT 
(Department of Transportation) reg- 
ulations. 

The recommendation received a 
motion and second, but after several 
minutes of discussion, the motion 
was tabled until the next meeting, 

The county's attorney, Kenneth 
Fuller, is to get with Tindell and fur- 
ther review the drug policy before a 
final decision is made,

Here’sabreakdown of justhow 
many days it takes to pay for govern- 
ment. Ironically, the one Constitu- 
Uional function of government — pro- 
vide for a national defense — ranks 
near the bottom in the amount ot 
working days required, only 15 days 
to pay for military spending. How 
ever, itcurrently takes Americans 13 
days to pay just the interest on the 
national debt. 

Social Security and Medicare 
spending require 29 working days 
from Americans, and the remainder 
of all other federal programs demand 
another 36 days at the job. Interest- 
ingly enough, federal regulations re- 
quire even more work days to fund — 
an average of 42. The largest share of 
days, 55, pay for state and local taxes 
and regulations 

Let’s take a look at the largest 
block of federal costs to you, regula- 
tions, Federal regulations costat least 
$581 billion, or more than $5,900 per 
family, each year. Environmental 
regulations account for about $150 
billion of the total, and the EPA esti- 
mates the annual cost will rise to $200

billion in the year 2000, Farmers 
spend up to $20 billion each year to 
comply with federal regulations which 
serve to drive up food prices. 

Directcompliance costs of Af- 
firmative Action programs cost busi- 
ness $25 billioneach year, while indi- 
rect costs add up to $100 billion. 

Small businesses know best 
the burden of federal regulations as 
they spend at least a billion hours and 
$100 billion a year filling out govern- 
mentforms to make big brother happy. 
The weight of such onerous red tape 
also costs Americans new jobs -- es- 
timates range from 3.6 million to 9,6 
million fewer jobs, in fact. 

What can be done to stem the 
flood of federal spending and regula- 
tions? Already the House of Repre- 
sentatives has passed several reforms: 

Seven-year Balanced Budget 
Plan — The newly-passed Republi- 
can budget agreement slows spend- 
ing growth to three percent a year, 
saving $900 billion. This approach 
would allow the Cost of Government 
Day to arrive at least two weeks ear- 
lier by the year 2002. 

Regulatory Relief — A num- 
ber of recent House-passed bills ad- 
dress relief from federal regulations. 
These include: paperwork reduction, 
unfunded mandates reform, a regula- 
tory moratorium, property rights re- 
form, and wetlands reform. 

Corrections Day — The House 
changed its internal rules to allow for 
the periodic review and correction of 
senseless government regulations, A 
bipartisan advisory board will ree- 
ommend periodic regulations changes 
to the Speaker of the House who will 
schedule them for a House vote.

Coffee County 
Health Department 


Now that school is out for sum- 
mer vacation, this is an ideal time for 
parents to ensure that their children 
will be able to enroll for the coming 
school year without time-consuming 
delays. Any child entering school in 
Alabama for the first time must have 


A certified copy of his birth certifi- 


cate and must have the appropriate 
certificates of immunization, 

The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Health asks parents to keep these 
requirements in mind, If they do not 
have a certified copy of their child’s 
birth certificate, they should order a 
copy of the birth certificate now in- 
stead of waiting until the start of the 
school year. 

Usually requests for Alabama 
birth records become more frequent 
as the beginning of school approach- 
es. This slows processing and could 
cause delays of three weeks or more. 

To obtain a copy of your child’s 
birth certificate, you may contact 

our local county health department 
or an application form or you may 
request the certificate by letter. Send 
the completed form or letter request 
to the Center for Health Statistics, 
P.O. Box 5625, Montgomery, AL 
36103. Send a check or money order 
for $12 along with the application. If 
extra copies are desired, they are $4 
each if ordered at the same time. 
You must give the full name, date 
and place of birth, father’s full 
and mother’s full maiden name for 
the child whose certificate is request- 
ed 


If their children were born in Jef- 
ferson, Madison, Mobile or Tusca- 
loosa counties, parents can obtain 
copies of their birth certificates at 
their local county health depart- 
ment. Children born in Houston 
County since 1987 can also obtain 
copies locally. Copies of birth certif- 
icates for all children born in Ala- 
bama can be obtained at the Center 
for Health Statistics at 572 E. Patton 
Ave. in Montgomery. 

For children born in other states 
who need copies of their birth certifi- 
cates, the Center for Health Statistics 
can provide addresses of the vital 
records offices for each state.

The much debated issue over au- 
thorizing a state lottery and casino 
gambling in Alabama continues. 

The apparently complicated bill 
to allow a limited number (8) of ca- 
sinos to open is dead for 1995, The 
proposal was withdrawn by the 
sponsors when they realized the op- 
position, both from the governor and 
the public, was overwhelming. 

The constitutional amendment to 
Section 65 of the Alabama Constitu- 
tion to legalize the lottery and re- 
move a constitutional roadblock to 
possible future casino openings must 
get a vote by the Alabama Senate 
this week or it also is dead for this 
session. 

Just before the July 4th holiday 
break, the state senators failed by 
two votes to even get the matter on 
the Senate floor for debate, 

The amendment, if passed by 
both houses and approved by the 
governor, would be voted on by the 
people of Alabama in a statewide 
vote.

Dear Editor, 


Child abuse, homelessness, do- 
mestic violence, job loss, substance 
abuse, crime--Alabama state legisla- 
tors frequently discuss these horrors 
as they consider bills that will lessen 
them to help make life better for Al- 
abamians. But this year the legisla- 
ture is actually considering a matter 
that will inevitably increase these 
problems. The issue under consider- 
ation? Casino gambling. 

Based on reports from Mississip- 
pi and other areas, Alabama social 
workers expect a dramatic increase 
in human suffering if casinos come 
to our state. They are now trying to 
figure out how to handle the addi- 
tional problems even as existing 
ones are far from being eliminated. 
A report compiled by 41 Mobile so- 
cial service agencies for the mayor 
of Mobile alerted him to plan ahead 
for the social impact of gambling. 
The study stated that “the bottom 
line is current needs are not being 
fully met.” In other words, we are 
about to invite more social problems 
when we can’t even handle the ones 
we already have. 

Communities that have allowed 
even well-regulated casino gam- 
bling have discovered costs in hu- 
man suffering too late. In Gulfport, 
Mississippi, social workers have ob- 
served skyrocketing child neglect 
cases, with 8-10 police reports per 
weekend, Nevada’s state welfare de- 
partment blames the presence of ca- 
sinos for increased rates of sexual 
and physical abuse of children. The 
Atlantic City Rescue Mission saw 
on average 15-20 transients each 
day before casinos, then over 200 a 
day after casinos came to town. 

Now I don’t believe anyone, 
even the slickest Las Vegas casino 
operator, intentionally wants to 
harm children and families. But 
gambling proponents do admit that 
casinos bring increased suffering. 
Proposed gambling legislation desig- 
nates a token amount of gambling 
revenue to help’ ease the pain of in- 
creased social costs for the areas that 
will have to endure casinos. Casino 
kers seem to have consciously 
decided that casinos must come to 
Alabama, regardless of the human 
cost involved. 

Even those on the front lines of 
the wars against child abuse, crime 
and domestic violence--the social 
service agencies--seem resigned to 
endure more suffering instead of 
working to prevent these added hard- 
ships. The report by the Mobile 
agencies concludes by congratulat- 
ing the city for having the foresight 
and courage to plan ahead for the 
challenges casinos will bring to the 
area. “Preparing now ‘up t’ is 
the smart, wise, and intelligent, but 
most of all the humanitarian thing to 
do,” the report dares to state, and 
lists the additional counselors, con- 
doms, and cops that will be needed 
to pick up the pieces of ruined lives. 
Yet it never questions the sanity of 
bringing these problems home in the 
first place. 

Inviting casinos into an area, 
knowing the social problems they 
have encouraged in other communi- 
ties, is as irresponsible as adding 
hungry alligators to the local kids’ 
swimming hole. Sure, we can have 
an ambulance and paramedics on 
hand, but they can only help allevi- 
ate some of the suffering and then 
only after the bulk of the damage is 
done, Why not prevent the additional 
suffering in the first place? That's 
the truly humanitarian thing to do. 

The people of Alabama have a 
clear choice: invite casinos into our 
state while trying to prepare for their 
accompanying blows, or decide that 
the lives at stake are too important to 
sacrifice to the gambling interests, 
Casinos will affect the quality of life 
for all Alabamians, We must ask 
ourselves: is the revenue promised 
by the casino industry worth the loss 
of a single child to abuse, crime, 
homelessness, neglect, or any of the 
other horrors experienced in other 

ambling towns? As we deliberate, I 
oe we will find that money is 
suddenly insignificant when human 
lives and potential are at stake, After 
all, who wants to look into a litle 
child’s fearful eyes and say we're 
sorry about the abuse and all, but the 
State really needed the money?

Between the 1890's and 1963, the 
United States Government banned 
lotteries, Prior to the ban, the Federal 
Government prohibited the transpor- 
tation of lottery tickets by mail or in- 
terstate commerce due to the dishon- 
esty of those who acted as couriers 
to citizens of other states. In 1963, 
however, New Hampshire author- 
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ized a sweepstakes lottery and desig- 


nated a proportion of the monies 
made to je on its education 
system. Their lottery proved to be so 
profitable that by the end of the 
1980's more than half the states and 
the District of Columbia, had ap- 
proved lotteries. North Dakota vot- 
ers rejected the lottery in their state 
despite its growing Man He ot Now, 
however, Fargo, N Dakota is a 
regional tourist center due to the le- 
galized casino gambling.

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COUNCIL APPROVES RESURFACING OF TAYLOR MILL ROAD 


Committee reports Elba’s finances good

The delayed meeting of the Elba 
City Council was held Thursday eve- 
ning. All council members were 
present except council member John 
W. Sharpless. 

Police chief Max Hooks reported 
the department responded to 38 com- 
plaints and issued 25 traffic citations 
during the past two weeks. The cita- 
tions included one for violation of 
the Boom Box ordinance and one for 
parking in a handicapped zone. 

There were 19 criminal arrest dur- 
ing this period and two traffic ac- 
cidents. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 16 dogs. Two were returned to 
their owners, six adopted and one 
stolen. 

Hooks requested authorization to 
purchase two video cameras for the 
police cars. They will cost $2999 
each. Mayor Ricky Haywood rec- 
ommended approval and council 
man Bill Brunson noted the de- 
partment was under budget and 
could afford the expenditure. The 
council approved the purchase. 
unanimously. 

Chief Hooks requested the coun- 
cil go .nto executive session. Fol- 
lowing this the council voted to table 


the matter discussed in executive 
session, awaiting an opinion of the 
city attorney. 

Monthly bills totaling $19,432.24 
were approved for payment. Hay- 
wood reported that of this total as- 
phalt mix cost $1,057.24, pool chem- 
icals were $2,873.88, dog pound 
repairs $2,591.62, street dept chem- 
icals $315.00, recreation concessions 
$2,071.07, radio repairs $1,964.57, 
equipment repairs and parts 
$2,906.07, and insurance on the new 
dump truck $1,080.00, for almost 
$15,000 of the total bills. 

Brunson reported on behalf of the 
finance committee that after nine 
months of operation the finances 
looked good. He said that ad- 
ministration, police, street were all 
under budget. He reminded his fel- 
low council members that the city 
still has $200,000 in short term notes 
and they should make some prin- 
cipal payments this fiscal year. Even 
with that expense, Brunson predicts 
the city should make the bond pay- 
ment in December on time. 

The council approved an amend- 
ment to the dog pound ordinance, in- 
creasing the first time offense to 
$25.00 plus $5.00 per day feeding 
charge. Additional pick-up of dogs 
will result in increased charged. 

The council also approved an in- 


Elba City School Board members 
approve three major policy changes

The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday evening in the board room. 
All members were present. 

The approval of monthly bills led 
off the meeting, chaired by Chair- 
man Daniel Stephens. 

The board approved three major 
policy changes, mandated by state 
regulations: A “No Fight”, “Zero 
Tolerance”, and a policy allowing 
schools to use surveillance cameras 
and metal detectors were adopted. 


Superintendent Charles Pearce an- 
nounced he planned to publish full 
details of these new regulations be- 
fore school starts in August. 

The resignation of Mr. Gary 
Glass from Elba High School was 
accepted. 

No action was taken to fill va- 
cancies at the high school. This will 
be done at a special called meeting, 
scheduled for July 27th. 

Pearce also updated board mem- 
bers on ongoing capital projects in- 
cluding the bus bam, baseball/ 
softball complex and the bridge/ 
connector road, 
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crease to $5.00 for issuing business - 


licenses. Previously this charge had 
been 50¢. The increase had already 
been authorized by the Alabama leg- 
islature. 

Legal notices on both these or- 
dinance amendments are published 
in this issue of The Elba Clipper. 
They are effective today, Thursday. 

City Clerk Henry Clark reported 
on a proposal to get some paving 
done on Taylor Mill Road. He ex- 
plained that the county commission 
would apply for a grant to pave two 
miles within the city limits (from 
city limits to 203 Bypass) while pav- 
ing their portion of the road. 

The cost to the city will be 
$37,000 for two miles of much need- 
ed road repairs and resurfacing. 

The council approved the agree- 
ment after Haywood assured them 
there was enough money in the gas- 
oline tax fund to fund the work. The 
project is dependent upon the county 
getting approval for the $326,000

a Clark reported receiving a num- 
ber of complaints about much need- 
ed street cleaning. 

He said he had contacted the state 
highway department and they would 
be in Elba with their sweeper, on 
state roads, within the week. With 
the help of work release, Clark ex- 
pects to do extensive work cleaning 
other Elba streets. He also plans re- 
pairs to the city-owned street sweep- 
er and putting it back on the streets. 

Council approved a request to 
hire two part-time workers to help 
with this project. 

Clark also told council members 
he was trying to hire a mechanic be- 
cause of the resignation of the last 
one. 
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THREE KILLED IN 2-CAR CRASH...At approximately 2:05 p.m. (the time at which all watches wom by the 
victims stopped) last Friday afternoon, a pick-up truck apparently ran a stop sign striking a passenger car. One per- 
son was pronounced dead at the scene, two others later died of injuries sustained in the wreck, a man and a woman 
remain in the hospital. A one-year-old child was not hurt in the crash except for bruises from straps on a child re- 
straint seat in which she was riding. The wreck occurred at the intersection of AL Hwy. 134 and Co. Rd. 547 (Da- 
mascus Comnunity). The 1986 Ford truck driven by David Welsh, 20, of Route 1, Jack, AL was traveling south 
on Co, Rd. 547 when it ran through the intersection colliding with a 1990 BMW eastbound on AL Hwy. 134. Wil- 
liam Ray Meckley, 18, of Route 1, New Brockton, a passenger in the pick-up was dead at the scene. Welsh was se- 
riously injured. The driver of the BMW, Richard L. Bryan, 24, of Enterprise, died in a local hospital from his in- 
jures. Also a passenger in the car, Rev.Charles L. Sharp, 52, of Enterprise, died in a local hospital as a result of 
injuries received in the crash. Two other passengers in the car, a mother and daughter, Catherine Bryan, 23, and 
Destini Bryan, 1, both of Enterprise, were taken to a local hospital. Mrs. Bryan was later transfe: to a Dothan 
hospital where she underwent emergency surgery. She remains in guarded condition. Her daughter was not injured

Elba’s net electric revenue up significantly

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board members heard a_ report 
Thursday night that net electric rev- 
cnue was up significantly, due to the 
hot weather and cost cutting efforts 
by all employees. 

However, in spite of an increase 
in water rates, the water department 
continues to operate at a loss. Board 
members were told the increase has 
generated an additional $10,000, 
thereby cutting losses by that 
amount. 

The utility continues to cut pay- 
roll and related expenses, however 
insurance and maintenance cost con- 
tinue to climb, compared to the pre- 


vious year, 

The percentage of water not 
billed (leakage, fire plugs, ect.) 
dropped this year from over 22% to 
slightly over 16%. 

The percentage of electric current 
not billed (lost to line shortages and 
other leakages) was only 4.82% last 
month, however for the year to date 
itis 5.79% - a half percent above last 
year’s average, 

Water supervisor Dennis Cole- 
man reported that the county water 
system is “on line” i.e, residents are 
being connected to the system, He 
said water volume and pressure was 
higher than expected which will al- 
low for expansion of the customer 
base in the future, 

Coleman reminded board mem-

bers that projected cost of the in- 
stallation of the in-town part of the 
new line (done by city employees) 
was $192,930.48 after the utility re- 
jected a private contractor bid of 
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The Coffee County Chins-Up 
Program began in 1991. Since that 
time, more than 275 CHINS (Chil- 
dren In Need of Supervision) youth 
have been reached. 

This year, 40 youngsters are 
scheduled to participate in the camp 
which will begin on July 31st and 
run through August 3rd. 

The youngsters, along with their 
counselors (1 for every 3 campers), 
will meet at the Coffee County Vine- 
yard from 8 a.m, until 8:30 p.m. 
each day of the camp. 

Counselors are recruited from 
churches, schools, law enforcement 
agencies, and recreational centers. 
Special effort is extended to insure 
these counselors are excellent role 
models for youth. 


New Brockton council votes to borrow 
$10,000.00 in special called meeting

The New Brockton Town Council 
held a special called meeting on 
Wednesday, July 12th. 

Mayor Kathryn Holley verbally 
notified members of the town coun- 
cil that it was necessary that a meet- 
ing be held to discuss the financial 
status. 

According to the minutes of the 
meeting, all council members were 
present when the session convened 
at 5:15 p.m. 

Mayor Holley advised the council 
that the town's revenue was down 
and had been slowly decreasing dur- 
ing the past four months, 

She said June was the first month 
that the town's sales and use tax was 
collected by an independent agent, 

The mayor said after a one- 
month billing cycle, the town clerk 
should have a better understanding 
on what dates the revenue would be 
automatically deposited into the gen- 
eral fund. 

The mayor told council members 
that a reimbursement in the amount 
of $8,893.82 is expected from the 
Alabama Interiribal Council Job 
Training Parmership Act, but at the 
present time, the money has not been 
received, 


She stated business license reve- 
nue will start coming in during Sep- 
tember and October as well as the 
franchise tax from Alabama Power 
Company. 

Holley reminded the council that 
the auditors had given the town an 
excellent report through September 
30, 1994, dince that time, several 
loans have been paid off and all bills 
have been kept current during the 
past two and one-half years until 
June ‘95, 

“At the present time, we have a 
payroll to meet and bills that are 
due,” said Holley, “Therefore, | am 
asking for a motion to borrow 
$10,000.00 from The Peoples Bank 
in New Brockton with an interest 
rate of 8 percent. 

“Generally speaking, the town is 
in good financial shape, but this is 
the time, each year, we face a sud- 
den reduction in revenue, ” 

She continued, “I do not feel this 
loan will be a burden for the town as 
long as it is understood by all con- 
cerned that it is mandatory for de- 
partmental spending to be kept at a 
minimum until such time as we, the 
council, decide otherwise!” 

The council voted unanimously to 
borrow the money and the meeting 
adjourned, 


During the four-day camp, the 
youngsters, who are between the 
ages of 12 and 15, will attend semi- 
nars and take part in different activi- 
ties all designed to build self-esteem. 

Cynthia House, a consultant from 
Knoxville, TN, serves as the camp’s 
director. She will be conducting 
workshops teaching the participants 
that they have choices in how they 
live their lives. 

The youth also learn about self- 
concept; how they see and feel about 
themselves will make a difference. 

Enterprise DARE Officer Cindy 
Dunaway, who will be serving her 
fourth year as a counselor, has seen a 
very positive affect on youngsters 
who have participated in past camps. 

The Coffee County Extension 
Service heads up the long list of 
sponsoring agencies who join forces 
to make the camp happen. They are 
quick to point out that without the 
help of ALL the sponsors there 
would be no Chins-Up Camp. 

Assisting the Extension Service 
are: the Department of Human Re- 


sources, area law enforcement agen- 
cies, youth services, the city and 
county school systems, housing au- 
thorities, juvenile probation officers, 
courts, churches, and many, many 
individuals. 

It is estimated that approximately 
$5,000 to $6,000 is needed to imple- 
ment this year’s camp. Monies are 
used to provide facilities, food (three 
meals per day), program directors, 
transportation for campers, counse- 
lors, awards, speakers, etc. Many of 
the above needs are met by volun- 
teers. 

The sponsors’ goal has always 
been to provide the camp at no cost 
to the campers. So far, they have 
been able to secure enough commu- 
nity donations to implement the 
Chins-Up Camp for the past four 
years, 

Each year the camp cost is less 
because of greater public awareness 


of the program and the community’s

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Elba man charged with first degree 
rape of an 8-year-old Opp girl

Elba police have arrested an Elba 
man in connection with the rape of 
an 8-year-old girl, 

According to Elba Investigator 
Johnny Senn, Christopher Michael 
Nelson, 18, of 808 Washington Ave- 
nue, Elba was arrested on Tuesday, 
July 11, and charged with rape in the 
first degree. 

The investigation began Monday 
night, July 10, when the Opp Police 
Department notified Elba that a pos- 
sible rape victim was being treated at 
Mizell Memorial Hospital in Opp, 

Police learned that the victim was 
a resident of Opp; however, the al- 
leged rape had occurred in Elba. 

According to Senn, after ques- 
tioning Nelson, charges were filed 
and he was taken to the Coffee 
County Jail, 

Nelson was later released on a 
$10,000 appearance bond. A prelimi- 


nary hearing is scheduled for some- 
time in August. An exact date is not 
known at this time. 

The investigation is continuing in 
the case, Assisting Elba police are 
the 12th Judicial Circuit District At- 
torney’s office and Opp police.
